If the Bishop will recollect, the sen- 
teuce containing the phrase, foolish 
rule to turn them (tho minutes) over 
every night, is not mine, but his. It 
is true that he spoke to me about my 
duty, at all hazards, to have kept ths 
minntes and rewrite them. I informed 
him that I was not anthorized by the 
Conference to so do, and so obeyed the 
rule.“ 

If the minutes are not as creditable 
as our Senior Bishop would have them 
and they do not show up in a striet, 
business, parliamentary sense, it is not 
my fault, for I kept a faithful record 
of what was done. 

Tho Conference elected a stenogra- 
pher, When I approached him con- 
cerning his work, aud asked for his 
COPY, I was informed that I had 
nothing to do with it, he being elected

Rev. Charles Henry Prescott, who 
died after a few honrs' illness, on Sun- 
lav, Jan. 5th, was a native of the is- 
land of Barbados, He was edncated 
at tho Wesleyan Methodist day school, 
Dalkeith, near St. Auus Garrison, in 
the Parish of 8. Michael, and being 
an apt scholar he passed at an early 
ace the required examination which 
entitled trim to a three years course at 
the Mico College, Antigua. 

He distinguished himself while a 
student at the Mico and at the expira- 
tion of his term returned to Barbados

Elsewhere will be found ea lacid ex- 
planation from Rev. R. R. Dowas, ce 
retary of the last General Conference.

ed, his bands were tied, and we think 
we explained it « couple of years ago. 
But we have made Downs do one thing 
that we would have done as soon as 
the disgracefal minntes were publish 
ed, We have made him explain bow he 
was hampered and give the rea 
$008 why we have the poorest 
General Conferenceſminntes ever pub- 
iisbed, and now as he is a member of 
the next General Conference, e bope 
he will fight for the rights of the next 
Seerc tary, be it bimself or aby one 
else, We could not talk about the 
(General Conference minutes and or.it 
the name of Downs, for he was the 
Secretary, and every other Secretary 
was only his assistant, and if they did 
not obey bim, and the General Confer- 
ence and the bonse of Bishops did not 
have common sense and business 
method enough to make them do it, 
Bro. Downs owed it to the honor of 
himself to have resigned at once. The 
Secretary of any convention is the re- 
spousibſe factor, and if there is no 
process by which his subordinates can 
be made to obey him, and they have 
not manners enough to-do it them- 
selves, he should resign at once, We 
had too many Secretaries auy way. 
Two are enough, three at most. Some 
of the Secrotaries of the last Genera! 
Conference did more floor wrangling 
than any one else on the Conference 
floor, 

However, they were the representa- 
tives of a constituency, and had a right 
to speak and act for them. But when 
they, of their own volition, consented 
to muzzle their months and become 
the servants of the General Conference 
for the enormous and sinful prices 
paid Secretaries of late years, and 
vaying them in advance too, before we 
have any evidence that the work is goivg 
to be half done, they should couflue 
themselves solely to that work. Brother 
Downs says he received fifty dollars 
and we don't know how many received 
similar prices. We think there 
were six Secrctaries—there were five, at 
least—and the whole General Confer- 
ence Minutes were not worth twenty 
five dollars, as it appeared in priut, it 
was not worth the paper it was printed 
upon. Dr. Beckett and Holdbrook, 
or Dr. Butler and Holdbrook will take 
the Minutes for fifty dollars alone, and 
give the Church tive times a bet 
ter Minute than the last. We 
are not criticizing Brother Downs 
particularly, Wwe are talking 
about the last General Conference 
Minntes in general. Brother Downs 


refers to a cetenographer. We 
do not recolleetwho , the steu- 
ograpber was, % do know, 
however, that it is no use to 


have a stenographer unless he has 
common sense aud experience of con- 
ventional matters. We doubt if the 
stenographer was a member of the 
general conference, and if so, we 
doubt if be was ever the secretary-of 
an annual conference, And very 
likely was wanting in common sense. 
At a l events, he should have turned 
over his stenographical reports to Bro, 
Downs, and if he failed to do it, and 
be was paid for his serviees in advance, 
as we foolishly do, the money shontd 
be returned to Dr, Becket or Dr. 
Butler and Holdbrook, We will need 
no stenonrapher or photographer 
either; for all three are scholarly 
men, rapid writers, have eerved re- 
peatedly as secretaries in conferences, 
have bushels of sense, and will main- 
tain their rights, and give the church 
a creditable Minute.

The question proponnded is one of 


lands. That Africa is the Negroes an- 
oestral home, cannot be denied. In 
whatever countries they may wander, 
their ancestry runs back to this conn- 
try. 

There are those who maintain that 
American slavery was providential and 
war, therefore, a blessiug in diagniss. 
This school of liberal thinkers argue 
that the superior advantages afforded 
the liberated slaves more th! n repay 
the damages wronght by a banefnl 
syetem of human elav-ry, which for 
two haudret and fort y-seven years sub- 
jected the Negro to every indignity 
known to man, I beg to differ with 
such concluſions and in the langnage 
of a learned writer, prononnece slavery 
the sum of all villianies.” I don't 
believe that providence had auy thing 
to do with the establishment aud per- 
petnation of an institution 80 vile and 
degrading. It was born in hell and 
fostered by the arch-find, night. 
God is too wise, just and boly, too 
maltiform in the operation of the af- 
lars of creation to have“ regorted to 
«nch unholy means for the develop- 
mout of a race. 

But whatever the cause may have 
been, tho curse is upon us. Its im- 
print is deep and lasting. Its poison- 
ons stiug is not ensily cured. The 
dire effects of its reign has been trans- 
mitted from parents to children and 
from generation to generation. It bas 
become one of the hereditary evils of 
the age. It has gonedown in history; 
it has disgraced the church and mook- 
ed the gospel. God alone knows the ex- 
tent of this hoaven-daring sin. The 
«in of slavery is awful. The seat of 
its power reached down to hell, the 
insult-, miseries and despotism of its 
reign reached up to heaven. Many of 
its votaries became alarmed at the enor- 
mity of the evils growing out of the 
«vstem and declared war against it. 
God was in«nlted, nature revolted and 
the safety of the Union demanded its 
overthrow, It fell, but not in death. 
Phe strong impulses of its defender 
still beat in their bosom, A Negro 
living or dead, rich or poor, wise or 
simple, is a Negro nevertbeless, He 
can never rise above the lines drawn 
in auti bellum days. 

Slavery in America has developod 
in a new and more dangerous form. 
Under the old system the Negro's life 
was spared because of his intrinsic 
van to his master. Not so now. He 
is a kind of an nnowned and unvalued 
chattel, at the disposal of any white 
rongh who can shoot him down-with 
impunity. The laws enacted for his 
protection have become obsolete and 
vAfensive to those who made them. 
In South Carolina overt efforts are be- 
ug made for his disfranchisement. 
Whether or not the law prevails, the 
eſf-ct is the same upon the black man, 
Public sentiment has declared him a 
*uigger,” a menial, a rapist, a Yaon- 
bond and a child of hell, nnworthy to 
enter the sqcial, political and religious 
arcuas in common with other men. 
He is strietly the Bible man; if his 
white brother smites ono cheek, he 
must turn the other uncomplainingly. 
The spirit tbat instituted slavery bas 
grven birth to mob violence which has 
forever disgraced the American couti- 
nent, Heartless human demons are 
allowed to torture and murder the 
Negro as they please. The laws of the 
country are openly defied and viola- 
ted ; justice cries, but there is no one 
to heed her plaintive wail, Vengeance 
reigns; innocent blood like that of 
Abel's, cries from the earth and begs 
the Almighty. to avenge the enemy. 
Mercy pleads, but all in vain. The 
nation's heart is bard. The terrible 
Sconrre goes on, God alone knows 
where it will end. 

But to the eubject. Should the 
Negro return to Africa?” I auswer, 
yes, The question arises, why? We 
answer ( for causes set forth in the 
above pretnde of his awful condition 
in the land of his exile. 

In Africa the Negro can be a man. 
He can rise to eminence in common 
with other men, Not £0 in Americs. 
His color serves as a badge of infe- 
riority. Slavery has doomed him to a 
servile and humiliating life. (b) The 
Negro should returu to Africa and help 
redeem his beathen brethren. (e) He 
chould come back and belp restore the 
pristine glory of his ancestral home, 
(qd) He should return to Africa because 
he bas no future in Americs but that of 
mis-ry and degradation. 

But, says one, Dr. E. W. Blyden, 
who has been in Africa wany years, 
says that it is not time for the Ameri- 
can Negro to return to Africa, $80 he 
does, but let us «ge why Dr. Blyden 
thus advises his brethren over the sea. 
(a) Dr. Blyden is a strange man. He 
has no country, no interest and no fr. 
ture. He exchanged Christ for Ma- 
homet. He laid down the Bible for 
the Koran, He was driven ont of Li- 
berian politics by the wild impreca- 
tions of the populace, He is an 
ald man, His life and history 
is only notable because of his deser- 
tion of Christiauity. Can yon follow 
u man who has denied Christ? Will 
you be pursnaded by one who has 
a personal spleen to vent on Liberia? 
I repeat it, Dr. Blyden is a strange 
man. 

But, says another, Booker T. Wash- 
ingion, the great mogul race leader, 
says we must remain here? True, bat 
what about Mr. Washington? Is it not 
known that he is sharp enough to play 
upon the white man's prejudices aud 
get his money, Mr. Washington wants 
money, and he has found out the way 
to get into the American white man's 
purse, Anything derogatory of the 
Negro pleases the greater part of the 
white people, They love to hear us 
say that we don't want social equali- 
ty.” They are proud to kuow that wo 
are fouls enough to endure mob vio- 
lence and otber racial indignities. 
Washington has learned this. Deep 
down in bis heart he calls himself a 
lar, He doesn't believe what he 
teaches others, If the Negro chooses 
to follow these men, amen. 

I believe hundreds of our young 
men will come to Africs, where they 
can rise to eminence, God hasten the 
day is my prayer,

Something exists now, therefore 
something must bavo ekisted from 
eternity, and that which has existed 
from eternity is the cause of that which 
exists now, 

It has been claimed by Mr. Hume 
and Mill that tho cangal judgment 
leads to an infinite regressive series of 
canses and effects, but this is not true. 
The judgment is notthat every thing 
must have a cause, but that every nes 
thing or change must have been caus- 
ed, but that which is eternal and im- 
mutable needs no cause. 

That in which the causal judgment 
o in alone absolutely rest must be neither 
a change nor series of changes, but 
something uncansed, eternal and im- 
mutable. As a matter of fact, all phi!- 
og0phers, and men of science, withont 
exception, assume the principles as- 
serted. 

As to the minor premise, the fact 
that the universe, as a whole, and in 
all its parts is a xy*tem of changes, is em- 
phasized by every principle ant lesson 
of modern scienes, every discovery in 
the ficlds of geology, and astronomy, 
and all speculation—as the Nebula hy 
pothesis and hypothesis of evolation— 
embody this principle as their very es- 
Sence. 

The cosmological argument led ns to 
an eternal self existent first cause. 

Tue argument from the order aud 
adaptation discovered in the processes 
of the universe revealed this great 
first cause as possessing intelligence 
and will, that is a personal spirit. The 
m al or anthropological argument 
farnishes new data for inference, at 
once confirming the former concin- 
sious as to the facts of the existence of 
« personal intelligent first cause, and 
at the same time adding to the con- 
ception the attributes of holiness, 
justice, goodness and truth. 

The argument from design includes 
the argument from cause, and the ar- 
gument from righteousness and beney- 
olence include both the arguments 
from cause and design, and adds to 
them a new element of its own. 


This gronp of arguments may be 
thus stated, (1) consciunsness is the 
fuudamental ground of all knowledge,

Warrzas, The Legislature at its ger» 
session of 1894-5 passed a Resolution 
authorizing That a National fair be 
held in the year 1897 in the Capital of 
the Repnblic, beginning in the month 
of January and closing in the month 
of February, to mark the Jubilee year 
of the independence of the Repablic 
of Liberia. 

Now therefore, I, Joseph James 
Cheeseman, President of the Republic 
of Liberis, by virtne of the anthority 
vested in mo by eaid R«s0lntion, 
have appointed Messers. A. B. King, J 
B. Dennis, R. J. B. Watson, J. P. 
Artis, Frederic Grant, June Moore, 8. 
T. Prout, C. C. Brown, J. D. Summer 
ville, D. W. Frazier, J. H. Dennis au 
J. W. Ashton, au Executive Committee 
with « fall antbority and power to 
make such arrangements as may be 
necessary to carry out successfully and 
tandably the provisions of said Reso- 
lution. And in the name of the Gov. 
ernment I do hereby invite and require 
all the counties, districts, sentlements, 
townshbips and villages, within this Re- 
public, to take part in the commemo- 
ration of an event that is convpicuous 
in Liberian history by assisting at a 
National Exhibition of arts, manu-

This invitation is also ext-nded to the 
foreign philanthropie bodies working 
in our midst for the amelioration aud 
redemption of the African Negro, and 
to all foreign commercial houses and 
firms and industrial enterprises wit!

of its material resources. 

I do invoke the loyal sympathy and 
liberal patronage of the good people 
and foreign residents of Liberia, there- 
In, that tho exhibit may fitly represent 
the material products of the country 
and serve to stimulate a more progres 
sive spirit in agriculture, commerce 
and art.
